PREFACE. 


Eight years having elapsed since the occupation of Upper Burma, it 
has been considered desirable to collate the large mass of route 
material that has been collecting in the Burma Intelligence Office 
during that period into book form, both to prevent the loss of material 
already collected and to ensure its proper correction up to date, from 
time to time, as opportunity offers. 

In the compilation of this work every available source of infor- 
mation has been taken advantage of up to the date each section has 
gone to press, and further information received subsequently has been 
added up to the latest possible date in the appendices. 

Owing to the fact that for a long time there was no very special 
form adhered to in the transliteration of Burmese, and especially of 
Shan, names, so much so that even now the same name, though 
apparently a simple one, is found spelt in several different ways in 
the same route, even by the most practised officers of the Intelligence 
Department, it is evident that there must be many instances of incor- 
rect spelling and accentuation in this work, but every endeavour 
has been made to adopt a uniform and, as nearly as possible, the 
Hunterian method of spelling. This issue of the work must, however, 
necessarily be considered merely a preliminary one, and it is hoped 
that its publication even in this imperfect form is the surest way to the 
production of a reliable and useful book of reference. 

Communications are therefore invited from all officers and others 
in a position to point out mistakes or to supply additional information.

Road runs out from taungya in a ncorth- 
east direction for about 3(X} yards and 
crosses the l^akra Ka and goes through

on the river from Bhamo upwards. Unfortunately in the low river season, say, from the end of 
October to the end of May, the river above Senbo is out up into short len|fths by sniid ai.d gravel 
banka, or reefs of rock over which there is not water enough for even the lightest draught steaniora 
to pass npwards for any long distance.* In tho flood season, on the other hand (from the end of May 
to the end of October), the river rushes with such violence through the defile beletb Sonbo that it 
is only with tho very greatest difficulty and with considerable danger that a steamer of either of tho 
above classes could be got up under the most advantageous oironmstanoes. To bring a steamer down 
at this aeaa<m is almost out of the question. Nothing but the most urgent neoesaity could justify 
the attempt now that the danger of the proceeding has been practically tested.f 

It is therefore at present impossible to run steamers the whole way between Bhamo and the 
Upper Irrawaddy (i.s., above Senbo) throughout the year, and under those oiroumstanoes all that can 
be done is to use them between Bhamo and Senbo in the low*river season and above Senbo in the 
high-river. The annual rise of the river may bo expected at the end of May or early in June, so any 
steamers that are wanted to work above Senbo in the high-river bare to be sent up to that place by 
the end of May at the latest, or most at all events be prepared to start op at short notice for fully a 
week before then in case the river should show a steady rising tendency earlier than usual. There is 
a river-gauge at Bhamo. Roughly speaking, until this marks 13 feet of water in the river, steamers 
eon get up the defile, but cannet get above Senbo } over 13 feet it is exactly the reverse. 

Unlew orders are issued beforehand for its collection, little or no wood for fuel oaa be obtained 
from the villi^es along the river, even the larger ones : but with a 
few days' notice any quantity that may be named up to 15 or 20 tons 
ooold be oolleoted at Senbo, Hfikit, TAlawgyi, Kaungpu, Kitkyo, Zi^un, Waingmaw, Myitkyina, 
Maiagna, and, with a week or two's notice, probably also at Wku and Lapd. The longer the notice

the drier and better the fuel. As maoh coal at oan conveniently be stovred ahonld alio be taken 
for iiae with the wood fael in case thia ahould be freah and damp. If it ia intended to go on far up 
the river axea and a orosi-cul »aw ahonld be taken aa there ia a great deal of taungya cnltivation up 
river and from the half-burnt logs on these clearinga, it would be easy to replenish the stook of fuel, 
provided moans of catting it np are hand;*. 

Roughly speaking for the first 10 iniloa from Bhamo the river paasea through low-lying jangle- 
Conntrv travAvaAd covered country with numerous villages along the banka. It then 
^ * enters tho hills gradually and passes through them until just before 

reaching Senhn (about 50 miles from Rhamo). The country now opens out again, and, with the 
exception of a low and occasionally broken range of hills, which extends up the right bank from the 
river side below Hatha as far as Aky4, generally not further than 2| to 3 miles from it and much 
nearer in parts, the country on both sides as far north as Witu is fiat and covered with low tree 
jungle or kaing grass. Except where cleared for cnltivation near the villages, a little north of Wato, 
the hills commence again and the river lams through them so far aa it has been traversed up to the 
present. Those on the right bank are high and but little clean'd of tho thick jungle that covers 
them, but those on the left bank are lower and taungya ch'arings are numerous and extensive, 
eH))ecially from Lap6 upwards on botli branches, though few villages are in sight. 

The river varioi in width from 600 to 1,000 yards and even more, except in the defile between 
Hi var Bhnmo and Senbo and from tho JIawkan rapid above Watu onwards. 

* In the former case it is about 3(K) yards at the widest, and 40 at the 

narrowest. In the latter case it narrows from Mawkan upwards to a general width of about 400 
yards, a little less than that in some places, and a little more in others. At Lap^ it is at about its 
narrowest (below the bifurcation), aliout O.'iO yards, and at the iVlanthemaw and the bend of the 
Tangp6 rapids, and also just below the bifurcation it is at its widest, which is certainly under 500 
yards. 

At the junction tho eastern branch (M^ka, the Burmaniced form of Xmaika, which is Kachin and 
means “ a river that has bad, i.e., turbulent water ”) is rather wider than the we.stern branch or Malika 
(Kachin, meaning “ a large river " •). The former is about 400 yards wide and the latter about 300. 

As you ascend tho Malika it narrows gradually to about 150 yards at Nawnaw (or Lawnaw) 
rapid. There is one narrow place before that, about 60 yards wide, but the current is now strong, 
probably about 3^ to 4 miles an hour al this season. 

Alwve Nawnaw (or Lawnaw) as far as one can see it is still about the same width. Boats can 
get up as far as a place called Santa (about 3 days’ journey up stream from the bifurcation), but 
never go any higher. Small bamboo rafts, however, come down from Nhdmnagi in the high-rmr 
season, which is a day’s journey (with the stream) above Santa, whence they can got dewn to Sak&p 
in a day at the same season. 

The current, generally speaking, must he about 3| to 4| miles an hour in the high-river season ; 

Current defile often 6 or 7, and probably as much as 9 or 10 in the 

strangest parts of any very narrow places. From Bhamo to Senbo 
generally occupies about seven hours by steamer, the return journey about four. 

Boats in the flood season take five days to ten days going up and come down easily in a day. 

Boats ascending in tho dry season from Senbo to Nawnaw would take about 17 days ; longer than 
that if in large parties owing to delays that would occur at rapids, increasing in proportion to the 
number of boats. Steamers descending in the flood season from aliove Senbo take about half the time 
noted in the following route. Boats descending in the dry season would take probably about a 
quarter the time they take to got np.

The most frequent^ trade route from 
here to China runs up the Nantabet 
ohaung to Kisn, where it joins the 
routes from Maingmaw, Kitkyo, and 
Waingmaw and mns east over the 
hills to Thama on the highest range 
(two marohes from Kisn). Here the 
Ayeindama route joins and it is two 
marohes henoe to the first villages of 
the Maingla and Banda districts. 

This river is navigable by FeUhJinder 
class as far as Nanpaung: 23 Bhan 
and two Seiniiia Kaya Kaohin houses 
right bank, about 14 miles up, and 
(scbably to Kisn (four Latawng Ka- 
ohin houses, and formerly some Shan 
also) as far again beyond. It enters 
the Irrawaddy by the left bank oppo- 
site the island of Ngawnhohawk, on 
either side of which there is plenty of 
water.

Naungb4, left bank, Marn village of six 
houses, clean and well-to-do. U^chein, 
right bank, Kachin village of half a 
dozen houses. Utdng, right bank, 
another small Kachin village a few 
hundred yards higher up. 

Kitkyo, loft bank, large Shan village 
of 30 houses with half a dozen Chi- 
nose-Shan houses at the eastern end. 
Plenty of wood proourahlo here and 
at Zigynn, a large Shan village of 40 
houses, on an island opposite, 
channel on both 8id»ei of which has 
plenty of water at this season (June 
to October).

This is a larg^ Tillage or toM-n in Kinti, 
probably situated in the valley of the 
Namynk, which is shown in the 2nd 
edition of shoot No. 22 N. W. ; N. E. T. 
F. Series as joining the Namluntf just above junction 
with the Namkiu or Malika in aliout latitude 27** Frtun 
Lipauiig: npwards the country is thickly populated by K&Ica 
Kachin tri^s. it is said to W ei^ht days' journey from Ka- 
cheing into Assam, but they must be very long mwches and 
even so would scarcely land ono more than on the borders of 
that country. Jf, however, the high range forming the water- 
shed between the Brahmaputra and the Irrawaddy be taken 
as bounding Assam on the east then eight days’ journey from 
Kachcing or thereabouts eidtho Ohaulcan pas.s would just about 
land one in Assam, and very likely this is what they mean. 
Tho first eight stages from Nawnaw are by water, prob- 
ably about 8 mihs onoh, if so much, as there are numerous 
rapids and progress would be slow. Tho remaining stages are 
each a day’s march. The distance from Nawnaw to Meung- 
yaka as the crow flies must bo about 80 miles, not more, and 
as travelled by water and road would not bo as milch ai 
i20. Probably tho land stages cannot therefore be long, ami 
14 days roust be a very liberal estimate of the time rtH|uired 
to pe^orm tho whole journey. Transi>ort animals do noi 
apijcar to be used, the Kachins carrying their loads on tlio 
b^k, with a band passing round the forehead and a yoke 
re.sting oil the shoulders to steady tjie load just like the 
Manipur, Kuki, or ’I’onkul coolies carry theirs. A path run.s 
northwards from Lap6 below the bifurcation to Kwvtau 
f<*rry, whence there must certainly he a path np the left 
bank to SanU, and there is probably another path up tho 
right bank as there is another ferry at a place called 'Np4iig 
ulw)at a day’s journey above? Naw’naw. Tho i»ath crossing 
liere may, however, go direct west to the Amber Mines 
District and not comedown tho river bank towards Lup^.

B.P. thermometer 210'2 ~ 940 feet 
elevation at oroseing. The B.P. thermometer showed 20^1 
at the fort, which is reached by a very steep ascent (1,465 
feet). The road up to this point is, though rough in places, 
perfectly passable for men and loaded animals, but ^wayt 
in single die. In the rains a few caravans go down as 
far as Mannaung, from which plaoe merohandiie goes down 
to Bhamo in boats. 1 should not have thought it possible 
to march mulvs from Nampanng chaung to Ifyothit in tba 
rains.

On the further edge 
of this the Thenglin river is crossed. ' It is a shallow stream 
with a gravelly bottom, abont 20 yards broad, and easily 
fordable by carts in the dry season, when it is abont 1 foot 
doop. The banks are low and easy, liofore reaching the 
Thenglin, the villagu of Manynt is passed on the right, and 
beyond the stream the village of Namapui on the left. 
From here the road runs on high ground all the way to 
Mansi police post. The road is a good cart road in the dry 
weather. The iiolioc post is sitnati^ on a small spur and is a 
small fort, 60 yards square, surrounded by a ditch, parapet, 
and spicked stockade. Water from wells close by. Below 
the post is the site of the village of .M^nst, lately burnt, 
situated on the site of the Minsi stream, from which a 
plentiful supply of water is always procurable. To the 
sooth of the post is a paddy plain, where camp could be 
pitched in dry weather. Minsi is not healthy for troops, 
being feverish. From hero there is a direct track to 
Sawadi, distance II milos.

Beyond this it improves again and 
St 14 miles Pita is reached, a good-sised village of about 20 
houses of the Kara tribe of Kaohins. The halting place is 
about a mile beyond the village on a bore neck of land near 
a small muddy spring. The camping ground is badly situ- 
ated and the water-supplr from the spring on the right of 
the road very inferior. There is plenty of water ohtninahlo 
from a stream I mile down the hill to tho left. This is a 
bad and trying march, as there is no water along the road 
with the exception of one place, where a very small supply 
is obtainable, abont 12 miles. Tho road is also very bad, 
but could be very greatly improved with a little lalmur, 
being worn away by weather and traffic and never repaired.

Almut I mile before reaching the 
village there is a good place for a 
camp on a bare spur with a stream 
rnnning below. Altitude of Nawkham 
is approximately 4,600 feet.

Note. — This ap)>ears to be the most direct and most practi- 
cable road itoween Bhamo and Namkham. It would only 
be practicable for baggage animals, but could be made a 
very good mole road with proper labour. At present it is 
much worn by tmfflo and weather and is never repaired, bnt 
most of tho bad bits could be easily improved and some of 
the worst gradients could be avoid^. Fron the nature of 
the soil,, which is a red clay, it would become impassable in 
wet weather for loaded animals. Supplies of paddy, rice, 
and fowls in small quantities can be got at all the villages. 
Water is plentiful in limited quantities all along the road, 
except between Mansi and Pita.

A few 
hundred yards beyond this the ground again rises, and this 
part of the road is very bad and rutty, but could easily be 
repaired. There is some hill cultivation here, and the vill^e 
(Kachin) of Hantot is near here. After 2 miles of this hilly 
country a broad open maidan is reached and the road de^ 
Boends into it, crossing a small stream. A little beyond this 
the Moyu chaung is met with and runs nearly parallel to 
the road as far as MAnsi, which is two miles further on over 
the plain. Minsi is nnder the protection of the Lana 
Raohins.

Tlie miiroh from Bhumo to Senbo along the left bank of the river is exoefBively difficnlt, eipeoUllf 
when accompanied by a large nomber of baggage animals. An enormous quantity of nullahs have 
to be crossed and a large amount of labour is required to render these praotioable for transport ; the 
•scents of many are too steep for a loaded animal, and ramps and winding paths have to be oon- 
struoted. There are also two rivers to be crossed (Tapin river and M61d ohanng). By the expenditure 
of some labour the road could bo rendered better and a good many of the steep asoents avoided, buA 
it would always remain a very arduous march when accompanied by loaded animals, and impassable 
in the rains. The march could be accomplished in & or 6 dayspf the baggage went by river. The 
following might then be the stages : — 

filiamo.— Thap&nbin, 9 miles. * 

Thamingyi, 20 miles j camping ground could be cleared near village. 

Nanti, 81i miles. 

Nanh^, 44 miles. 

Benbo, 52| miles. 


The road from Bhamo ends at Nanh4 ; it used to end at lAma, but a path has been recently ent. 
At Nanhii the Irrawaddy is 250 yards wide, current about 4 miles an hoar. From Nanb4 to Beubo 
the road is excellent. The road mostly mns close to the Irrawaddy through grass and tree jungle. 

Numerous small villages are passed on or near the route ; most of them miserably poor ; no supplies, 
except a few fowls and eggs aro obtainable. The inhabitants are chiefly Shan* Burmese and Pwnn. 
There are usually one or two Kachin houses in every village. Only one or two ara stockaded and 
that weekly. Supplies are obtainable at Pinldn and Bonbo (paddy, rice, salt, fowls).

There are small rest camp-houses at 
Pchiuga, Kya-in and Seyadaung, Between Nantha and 
Indaw the temporary bridges or culverts are in a bAd condi- 
tion, and three boggy places exist on the road where it runs 
along the east aide of the Indaw lake. A bridge is in pro- 
cess of construction over the Indaw ehaung, where the road 
crosses it 1 mile north of Indaw village. From Indaw to 
Katha the road follows and crosses the line now under con- 
struction, and nothing has been done to the road in the way 
of cutting or bridging. It is a somewhat rough, but easy imrt 
track, and crosses the Indaw stream seven times, and a 
Btrcam which rnns into the Irrawaddy 1 mile south of 
Katha, somo four times.

constantly. We left the villajfe of Kauidang:ya on tht^ left- 
hand side; eight houses but onlj- two occupied.

Mankwin 
has 13 large houses besides many small ones and huts ; large 
pdngyi kyaung capable of aooommudatiug lOQ men ; many 
pagodas; a flonrisbing being looking village. Two miles 
beyond, in a westerly direction, through thin jungle, road 
good, is the village of Kayingon (Mansi Circle).

From Nyaungaing the road 
runs on to MOhnyin (14J miles) and with the exception 
of one or two places, where ramping is required, is a good 
level road of similar character to that south of Nyaun- 
gaing. On approaching Mfihnyin it opens into a plain ou 
the bank of the Nanyin ; MAhnyin lies on the west bank. 
The banks are high and steep, but the river is fordable in 
dry weather. The village is surrounded by a stockade. 
The late Sawbwa’s “ Haw ” (i.e., palace) is a large bamboo 
building in good preservation, affording accommodation to 
about 100 men. It is situated in the middle of the village in 
a confined space surrounded by a stockade with houses close 
outside. The village is crowded and full of intricate paths 
blocked by quagmires. There is a look-out tower at the 
Haw, which commands a view of the surrounding country. 
The village contains honses. In former times boats of 
800 baskets capacity used to go up the Nanyin from

Then easy ascent be- 
tween small bare hills into tree jungle and into Kachang 
(6| miles) in which is a small muddy stream, and then, 
after crossing Punti Ka, 7 yards wide 1 foot dei^p (at 7i 
miles) and a small stream ascending fairly steeply throngh 
tree jungle into Lashi-Chingkong. The road now goes 
south-east and descends easily through grass for | mile to a 
small stream. It then ascends steeply and stonily for i mile 
through small hills and then easily for | mile, the latter over 
bare hill-tops. It then descends easily through small bare 
hills, crossiug two small streams. At 8| miles is a branch 
road right to Kach4ng (2 miles), an offshoot of the villt^ 
mentioned before which is situated in a hollow among the hill- 
tops, and then descends into some open poppy -fields at about 
9 miles after crossing a small stream. From here the road 
descends fairly steeply to the Mdnglum Ka and then 
ascends very steeply throogh small tree jungle to the frontier 
Tillage of Seintong 11 miles. All this road is good and has 
no 1^ obstacles. Forage is scarce, as all the country has 
been burnt to make tanngyas, but water is plentiful..

Plenty of water and grass was procurable at 
each stage, but ^ddy was very scarce at the last three 
stages, ib'rom Maukadaw there is a road up the stream of 
the same name to P5kyundnw (8| miles), the sixth stage 
on the Y4-n-Kindat road vU Yam6ntaung. Bee Route No. 
25, Central Division. 

Note from Captain Poynder^s Report.— The route from Y5-u 
through Dyin and Saga to Thambank on the C hindwin is direct 
and quite practicable for carts, and at Thaml)auk there is sulii- 
oient water for light draught steamers throughout the year. 
The 10 miles from here to Mankadaw embrace a very diffi* 
cult piece of country with five small ranges of sandstone hills, 
but, if sufficient money could be allotted to make the track 
practicable for carts to Maukadaw, this last place would 
become an important base and tbe terminus of three good 
inland trade routes : (1) North-west to Balot and Kindit; 
(2) North-east to Sinan, a rich portion of Northern Y5-u 
district and the valley of the Maukadaw ohanng ; (3) East 
to Yd-n, much used before daooity made it dangerous for 
caravans. This would then become the main road from Yd-u 
to Kindit (total 148 miles) and, as will be seen from reports, 
4 miles shorter than the present cart road through Yam6n* 
taung and Senan (total 152 miles) ; also this tract of country 
being less wild and mountainous than the northern distriots, 
it would be more easily brought under cultivation and pro- 
tection, and this would doubtless bring back the population.

About then tbit part of the country 
was thickly populated, bnt the Kaohint and the Haw Saing 
rebellion of 1245 Burmese era (about A.D. 1S84) have re- 
duced it to the present state. Mansain hat 20 houtei and 
is heavily stockaded, and the jangle round it it clear for 70 
^ yards. It it situated on the banks of the Nantong ohaung ; 
the bank on which the village stands it 50 feet high forming 
aoomplete natural fort, reaching the oamp at 4,000 feet. 
Thick jut^le all the way and no grass or bamboo available 
for the animals. The last three marches there hat been 
very little or almost no fodder fer the animals. At this 
oamp there is none whatever, otherwise the oamp is very 
good, and plenty of water from the Namai ohaung, which 
the natives say is the same at the M5ia ohaung flowing into 
the Irrawaddy at Tigyaing.

••• At Seikmu there are jade pits along the 

banks of a small airoam which runs into 
thoUjm (Uru) river. Itis too small 
for navigation even by the siriallest 
kind of boats (jwitufaw) at any time 

of year and jade from rlioso mines 

is carried either to Haungpa on tlio 
Uyu river (one or two marchos) or else to Maj>u, or there- 
abouts, on the Nantein chaung, wlience it is floated down to 
Lawsan and on to Kainaingon bamboo rafts. 'I'lio Nantein 
chaung is abont 15 yards wide at its junction M'itli tlm 
Iridaw chaung, but eveu when in flood it is not morn than 
to 4 feet ceep at Lawaun. It holds quuntitios of big 
fish, tilled by natives of India "saur," a fine sort of 
carp, oxctdlent eating. The natives chase them in tlm 

shallow water and cut them down with their dus. A charge 
of dynamite in a well-selectifd spot is certain to securo a 
largo supply of fish, most acceptable to troops passing 
through this district, where little is to be got in the way of 
fresh rations. Of the above stages the first tliree are full 
day’s marches for loaded coolies, the fourth only 2 or 
3 boors. These are evidently the same mines as wore 
visited by Tlayfiold in 1830-37, and he appears to have follow- 
ed Route No. 24 up to the Nantein cliaung, whence his 
routo branches north up the valley of that stream.

At 44 miles Sbuywa is reached. Road fair, hot sandy in 
places. Telegraph wire in view most of the way. The 
road now descends into the sandy bed of a stream, eroisea 
it diagonally, rises and crosses a bend of the stream on firm 
soil, dips again into the stream, follows it for some way 
and leaves it by a hollow road till the general level of 
the country is attained. At 6 miles pass small village of 
Thongdn, consulting of only 10 houses with several pagodas 
and kyaungs.

ing the termination of a high range of hills running away 
due south. The village is a very small one, surrounded 
by a thorn hedge. The road on leaving this villsM ascends 
to a ridge and following it some way the Koke hOls are 
reached. This last bit of road is very bad with deep ruts 
and big rooks on it. The road then descends by a steep 
path into the plain, and passing throngh some Indian-oom 
fields, the village of Kok 4 is reached at IO4 miles. This 
is a feir>sized village surrounded by a thorn fence. Fire- 
wood and Indian com abundant, other supplies scarce. 
Outside tbe village is a tank fit for watering cattle, also 
a well.

At miles reach Lethit, which is a large village strongly 
stockaded with thorn hedges. There is a good camping 
ground here for a small force inside a kyaung with 
two deep wells of good water. The road from here to 
Myiiigyin adheres the telegraph lino and passes along 
, bullock tracks and broad foot-puths, passing throngh several 

small hamlets. The ground is oultivated with Indian corn 
nearly all the way. At 10 miles pass some kyaungi 200 
yards to the left of the road, and a tank and two good 
sayits. The road continues throngh cultivation till Myin. 
gyin is reatrhed. On north-east of the town is a fortified 
post held by British troops, the main town stretching away 
some 2 miles along the Mt bank of the Irrawaddy, There 
is a large trade carried on here with the villages of the inte- 
rior. Myingydn is the chief town of the district and head- 
quarters of a brigade and has increased considerably during 
the last two years. It is situated on the left bank of the 
Irrawaddy, and steamers can come up to the landing place 
now, though there is said to be great probability of the river 
channel altering when steamers will be nnable to approach 
within 4 mile of the town. There are a large number of 
transport animals and carts available at tbe transport lines, 
and the town is probably good for 300 more carts, while 
600 carts ooold bo shortly collected from the adjacent 
villages. The population of Myingyin is probably 6,000. 
There is a telegraph and post office and also a signal station. 
The roads are cart tracks on which carts can ply all the year 
round. Fodder is obtainable in fair quantity in all villages. 
There is a large basaar in the town, and a large jail is in 
coarse of construction. It is the heaid-quarters of a Deputy 
Commissioner and possesses a treasury and court-house. 
The main road runs north and eouth throngh the military 
post and the outskirts of the town, crossing two large 
nullahs by strong wooden bridges erected by the Fublio 
Works Department. Water is obtained from the river. 
The country round is pretty open, covered by scrub jungle 
and cultivation alternately.

The road makoa 
a aemi-circular aweep aouthwarda after leaving thia village, 
to avoid the awampy paddy ground towarda the river, aud 
paasea under aomo low jungle-covered hilla on the north. 
The country ia flat and awampy, but the road here ia fair, 
although the kaing grasa ia thick in aome placea. Cavalry 
and infantry and carta would probably find it diffloult in the 
laina. After ai^out 'i railea the road again turna towarda 
the river Irrawaddy and touohea it at the village of Tye< 
mouain, a small village of about 20 houaea ; rice, water, and 
grass are the only supplies procurable. There is no snitable 
plane for .the accommodation of troops. On leaving Ty^mo- 
nain tlie ntad runs due east and is fairly good and open, hnt 
elephant grass is still somewhat prevalent. No special 
features recommend themselves to notice till we come 
to the small deaertod village of Ywadaw. No snpplioa 
could be obtained here, for only throe houses are oocupied 
and there '’s no snitable place to encamp on. The aspect of 
the country now somewhat changes. The road runs still 
to the eastward, but with a sontherly direction and winds 
aboqt somo low Jong ’^-covered hills and is very bad indued. 
Cavalry, infantry, an carts could, however, ntilite it in all 
weathers. After running in this direction for rather less 
than a mile it enters the village of Kyanktul6n. Kyaukta' 
Ion is a largo and prosperous village, pluokily defended by the 
inhabitants during t o disturbed times of 1886, 1886 and 1887, 
and carrying on a i;on8iderab1e trade in cotton, hides, and 
paddy; grass and looal oommodities can be procured in 
considerable quantities. There are kyanngs sufficient for 600 
men. There is a snitable place for a signalling station on 
west of village. On leaving Kyanktal6n the village crosses 
a nullah, dry in the hot weather, but with some 8 feet of 
water in the rains. This is spanned by a good wooden 
bridge, which, however, is not passable for carts, being too 
narrow ; horses and ponies can cross it however. On cross- 
ing it thenezt few hundred yards are very swampy, the 
road passing among paddy-fields. The road then bwmes 
a little better and drier, and after about 2 miles reaches 
Pyetn, a small village of about 40 houses. Water, grass, 
and paddy is obtainable, alao many oattle.

The hill on the western 
side is very precipitous, and ihi^ sigsags have had to be 
made in the trace of the new cart road, Thi-ee of the torn- 
big points of these sigsags are on very steep side-long 
ground, and will probably prove very awkward tnms for 
loaded carts going down-bill. The mling gradient is 1 in 19 
thronghout, with the exception of one short portion on the 
eastern side, which is graded 1 in 17. The total length of 
road on the paw itself is abont 10 miles, the section being 
mostly heavy bill-side catting, and the total rise and fall 
abont 1,000 feet each way. From mile 8S to the river the 
road was, in November 1808, steep in stiff red mod throngb 
which carts were basely moving. Moles and bnllooks only 
got along by taking short onts, which are also deep and 
slippery, bnt infinitely easier than the road. The stream 
is temporarily bridgra for oarta and foot-passengers by an 
80 feet iron bridge on masonry pier ; road in good condition, 
bnt shows signs of cracking in places. The Public Works 
Department bungalow at Channgsdn is bnitt abont a mile 
on the Kyaongpein side of the bridge i road op to it is good. 


On the eastern side all bridging baa 
been done and the road taken ont to 
its foil width. The sigsags on this 
side are much easier and after the 
foortk tnrn the trace mns direct along 
the hill ride for over a mile. Boad in very good oonditioa.

There is a permanent l>asaar hete, several wooden 
kvaungs, and 50 to CO houses, also mat rest-house on north- 
west side, of old town. New Thfhaw, which lies across a 
valley 1 mile to the south, contains 200 or more houses and 
the site of the Sawbwa’s new palace. As yet (August 1891) 
only four main posts have been erected and the work seems 
at a standstill. Now Thibaw is also situated on the right 
bank of tho river, A bamboo raft worked by a wire rope 
across the Myitng^ river to carry one cart or five pack 
ponies with loads. Ferry over the Myitnge at Thibaw.

Grass is plentiful, hnt fuel 
rather scarce. The valley ia almost destitute of trees. 
Theinni at present does not eontaia more than 100 honses, 
including the Chief’s bouse, the basaar, kyanog, do. Thera 
are 8e\;eral villages situated east and west of the central 
village. Behind the town to the north the hills rise abruptly. 
There is a (for these parts) large basaar here, fruit, vegetables, 
flsh, ootton cloths, sugar, rice, salt, Ac., procurable. Bnllocki 
can be obtained. From Theinni there are roads— west 
down the Namtn valley to Mfingyin : east op the Namtu 
valley to Kunl6n ; north over tlie hills to Namkham, Bdpyet, 
Pangkam^ Ac. ; oorth-east to Mhngsi. There is an alterna- 
tive easterly route from lAshio to Theinni as under— 

(1) Hantao, 3 daings ; 

(2) Na-iignn, 3 daings ;

Madeya, a large village of 800 houses, 
good basaars, do., is 15 miles north of 
Mandalay Palace on the Bhamo road. 
The latter runs along a bund on the 
west of Shw4taohaang. It is a fairly 
good ctttoha road, the only bad oreek being 300 yards 
north of Mandalay embankment, which ought to be bridged 
at once. Tbe ground east of the road is covered with villages 
and scrub. It seems fairly dry now, but it is doubtful if 
troops could move across it except on the roads. There are 
numerous good bridges over the ohanng.

There is one 
thugyi of this circle, which consists of Myaungwun, Kgwe- 
daung, and another villsgo. The spurs of the hills are now 
approached again and the road passes through thin jungle and 
cultivation for 3 miles to Minywa. (The above is the longer 
road, a shorter one runs along a '* bund ” which divides tho 
Maungma lake into two and runs more directly north-west.) 
By this road, which branches to the left at Nyanngwun, 
a^ut 1 mile is aaved, and it can be traversed by carts, 
although tho last | mile, before reaching Minywa, after 
leaving tho bund is heavy going.

This place is not snitablo 
for a halting place, the water being 
indifferent and the camping ground 
small and confined and surronnded by 
dense jangle. 

This march was long and difficult, being 
through bamboo jonglea and over 
rocky ground and, except in three 
placet, no water could be proenred on 
tUe road, which a short distance from Nwegfin becomes a 
mere path. There are no villages en routs, Taungyi (5 
miles) and Hlawzin (16 mUes) being bc^h deserted. 
The Singn district ends about 6 miles from Nwegfin, and a 
atrip of the Thingadaw runs up from the west about 8 miles 
in breadth. The camping ground is open and laige enough 
for a force of about 8(X) men. Water, from a stream, it 
good. Supplies of rice and paddy obtainable from the 
village, but grass ii soaroo and bamboo leaves are the only 
eutotituie for fodder.

I This portion of the Mdganng channg is 
well known and has been constantly 
iraverted by steamers of the Pathfinder 
class. When the river is fnll, that is 
to say, from abont the nsiddle of June 
to the middle of October, a steamer of 
Ibis class can get op without difficulty 
in one day (alrant 10 hours’ steaming) 
and can come down in from 4 to 
6 hours. Cosntry boats only can be 
need in the cold weather. Of these there are three kinds 
called and “peingaw” respectively. Tha 

former are krge boats well suited for conveyance of rations 
requiring to be kept dry, which it is not so easy to do in 
launQ* or peingatex, owing to their want of depth not 
admitting of a double bottom to keep the cargo out of tha 
water which 6nds its away into the boat by leakage or drip- 
pings from the punting poles, do. The taU is capable of 
cai'rying up to 10,000 lbs. of cargo in addition to its crew of 
five men, but 7,0(X) lbs. is quite enough to load in most of 
them, and if a guard is also to travel on board, the load 
must be still further reduced according to the number of 
soldiers taken. Twenty-five aoen is the outside number that 
could bo carried in one boat, and if the men arc to sleep on 
board not more than 12. The launge are very handy boats 
for a shallow river, as they draw little water and are light 
enough to bo hawlod over or through rapids without great 
difficulty. Their crew consists of three mim, two to row 
and polo, one to steer. There would bo room for eight to 10 
men on board, but not more than half that number could 
sleep on board under the covcved portion of the boat. By 
putting in tmportiry bamlx>o false bottoms, certain amount 
of rations (certainly 16 to 20 60-lb. bags) could also go in 
each boat, but it would be impossible to load them to any- 
thing liko their actual canning capacity for fear of making 
them top heavy. Country boats can get up in three to four 
days at any season of the year, and ciiniv down in one to 
two days. A light peingaw can come down in 9 or 10 hours 
even in the very lowest water. From M6gaung to Niinaing 
there are no difficulties in the way of rapids to be encounter- 
ed, and the current even in flood time probably seldom 
eRooeds 4 miles an hour anywhere. Country on either side 
generally speaking level for some distance from the river, 
sometimes long grass and few trees, at others thick jungle. 
Hills run down nearly to the river (fvits in parts) about 
midway, but boar away again as one approaches Kimaing. 
Since tko establishment of the military post at Kkmaing in 
the winter of 1888-8B the village hat increased to abont 40 
houses, and from its position on the roads to the Jade and 
Amber mines is likely to still further increase as trade 
improves. The population is almost entirely Shan, the only 
other race represented being Chinese, who have two or 
three booses here and trade, as do aeveral of the leading 
Shans, with the Kaohins in rubber, amber, do. The police

The main poet ii in 
and round a kyaang connected by a etockaded oofofod way 
with an outwork on high ground aboTO, whence there it a 
good look-ont in all diroctione. A good view ie also obtain- 
able from a small pagoda-topped ridge, the end of which 
overl<x)ki the river south of the post. A path leads to it 
past the water-supply, which is in a ravine about midway. 
Jai'k-fruit, limes, plantains, and pine-apples appear to grow 
well hero, and so no doubt would vegetables. Cattle and 
goats very scarce, but plenty of fowls. The village occupies 
rather a crsm|)e(i position on the right bank of the western 
channel of the Mfigaung river which is here divided into two 
channels by an island evidently formed by tlip silt brought 
down by the Indaw chaung which joins the Mdganng imme- 
diately above the village by the same bank. At the time of 
our visit boih the M6>!anng and the Indaw chaungs were in 
flood and part of the village was under water. The din'd 
road from Mogaung to Maingkhwan ki'ops to the east or left 
bank of the Mogaung chaung and some 3 miles to the cast of 
Kimaing, running straight on up the vallify until it comes out 
on the river bank some miles above the junction of the Nam- 
pan chaung which conics in from tho Shwihlauugyi range 
eastward. It then follows the river, crossing it frequently, 
up to Lab&n, about two mirches from Kftmaing, Are from 
M^anng. The country on either side of the M6gamig above 
Kiniaing is level, in many parti almost clear of jungle, but 
covered with long grass, in others dense tree jungle, and 
high kaing griiss along the riv(T hanks. Thdo should bo 
little diiliculiy in taking transport animals of any kind all 
up the valley iu the cold season, and as the road can never 
be far from the Mogaung chaung, or Namkoog as it is 
generally called above Kimaing, there would never be any 
difliculty about camping grounds and water and grass 
supplies for the uniniais. In tho event of an expedition 
visiting the Anil«*r mines from tho M6gau“g siile, it would 
effect a great ecuuoniy in transport animals if the greater 
pert of tho stores could Ih> brought up to Kimaing hy 
steamer, whilst the riv(<r is high enough for this nr even on 
up to Labia, if arraugements could be made for their 
storage there.

General remarke on road from Sikaw to Sanka.— The road is a 
very good mole track on the whole, benring evidence of 
being much used by traders. Two-tbirds of the road are 
level, though, as above described, broken by streams, do., 
the other third is hilly ; the greater part of the climbing 
and d^cending has to be done during the second march. 
With very little difficulty and expense the track could be 
made excellent for mule transport throughout its length. 
All the rivers and streams met with are easily fordable 
during the dry season, and the road is said by the natives 
to be prscticable all the year round, but during rains the 
camps would be very unhealthy owing to the dense, rank 
jungle. The altermitive route by water to Nanyaseik is 
then far preferable. The distance from 8&kaw to Snnka 
could be aooompHshod by a small column in two days, and 
by Mounted Infantry in one.

Notet on the road from Senbo to ¥yitkyina. 

The road.— The total distance is 71 miles and can very easily 
be marched in seven days. The road is little better than a 
narrow forest track, but it is perfectly level and presents no 
ditHoulties to troops with mnle transport, provided a few 
picks and shovels are with the advance guard : Goorkha 
kukrie or Kaohin dde are also useful for outtmg down 
boughs, Ac. 

Streams.— Water is plentiful everywhere. Streams are all 
fordable from November to the commencement of the rains, 
and the same remark applies to the Namkwi river. 

Rirara.— Arrangements for crossing the Mfigaung river hate 
always to be made, as it is not fordable. 

Camping grounds. — There are no regular camping grounds 
for troops, but spaces in the jangle can easily be cleared. 

Buppltcs.—The country is very sparsely populated, and the 
small Kaohin villages to bo met with on the road cannot 
supply more than a very little paddy and poultry. From 
Senbo, Bokit, Myitkyina, however, rather larger quantities 
can be obtained. 

Boats.— Steamers do not ascend the Irrawaddy higher than 
Senbo, but could do so when the river is in flood during the 
rains and for a short time afterwards. Country boats such 
as tales and lounge take three days from Senbo to Ufikat, and 
three and>a-half days from H6k&t to Myitkyina. 

Escorts.— British authority extends as far as Myitkyina, but 
a small escort is at present necessary, two to four sepoys ‘ 
being quite suflScient. 

Latertd eommantcations.— From Hfikit there is a road to 
Moganug. It is 27 miles and can be easily marched in 
three days as follows 

(1) H6kit to Yinb&t. 

(2) Yinbit to T4paw. 

(8) T&paw to Mdgaung. 

From Myitkyina there is also a road to Mfiganng. The 
marches are rather longer and the Namkwi, Nanti and 
Mdgaung rivers have to crossed, but the distance is easily 
done in three daya

Just north of K&cbaing a large stream, 
unlled the Pnngin Ka, enters by the 
right bank. It oomos from the west 
and some little distance up it forks, 
the southern branch being called the 
Pnngin and the northern the Pungsin 
Ka (Kaf river in Koohin). After 
crossing the Pnngin pass the villages 
of Lashulatap, Salekyet, Pisi, Katsu, 
and Taungmatsa and camp at halting 
place on Masi channg, a short distance 
beyond the last-named village. Tins 
stream comes in from the north-west 
or west by the right bank. 

Here the path 
apparently bears away to the west of 
the Mali Ka, and it ia two days' m. <‘oh 
to Mdngyaka. 

This is a large village or town in Kinti, 
probably aitoated in the valley of the 
Namyuit, which is ahown in the 2nd 
edition of sheet No. 22 N. W. N. E. T. 
F. Series as joining the Namlong jnst 
above junction with the Namkiu op Mali Ka in about lati- 
tude 27 ’ 15'. From Latmopg upwards the country is thickly 
populated by Kakn-Kacbin tribes, who cultivate '' taungya," 
wash f(»r gold, and make das which they sell in Assam 
and Moganng. It is said to be eight days’ journey from 
Kichaing into Assam, but they must bo very long marches 
and even so would scarcely land one more than on the 
borders of that country. If, however, the high range form- 
ing the watershed between the Brahmaputra and i^e Irra- 
waddy be taken aa bounding Assam on the east, then eight 
days’ journey from Kichaing or thereabouts tid the Chau- 
kan pass would jnst about land one in Assam, and very 
likely this is what they mean. The first eight stages are 
by water, probably about B miles each, if ao much, as 
there are numerous rapids and progress would be slow. 
The remaining stages are each a day’s mtroh. The distance 
from Nawnaw to Mbngyaka, as the crow flies, must be 
about 80 miles, not more, and as travelled by water and road 
would not be as much as 120. Probably the land stages 
cannot, therefore, be long, and 14 days must be a very liberal 
estimate of the time required to perform the whole Journey. 
'Fransport animals do not appear to be used, the Kaohins 
carrying their loads on the back, with a band passing round 
the forehead and a yoke resting on the shoulders to steady 
the load juat like the Manipur, Kuki, or Tonkul oooliea 
carry theirs. A path runs northwards from Jjapd below the 
bifurcation to Kwitao ferry, whence there most certainly 
be a path up the left bank to Sinta, and there it probably 
another path up the right bank, aa there ii another ferry at 
a place called 'Nping about a day’i Journey above Nawnaw. 
The path crossing here may, however, go direct west to the 
Amoer Mines district and not oome down the river bank 
towards Lapd. . A number of K&nti Shans come down every 
{ year to M^aung t il the Hnkong valley. They oome down

This and the two following rontei form 
the starting portions of three routes 
into the Kaakkw^ yalley, not jet fully 
explored. The road leaves Benbo in 
a north-westerly direction abd fol- 
lows the telegi'aph clearing for the 1st 
mile, then through thin tree jungle on 
to the paddy plains at 8| miles. The 
road winds over the paddy plains, 
passing the village of Kanpapa at tho 
4th mile. From this villan the road 
entrrs jungle and runs parallel to the course of the Nam- 
kin chaung, being in many places almost entirely over- 
grown with jungle. From the 7th mile the road runs up 
the centre of a narrow valley and beyond the 9th mile 
continually crosses and rncrossea the Namkin ohaung and 
passes into tall kaing grass at the 10th mile and on to a 
small paddy plain at the llth mile.

At Git miles it passes from the paddy clearing 
into thick jungle and reaohes the village of Lwdgyo at 13} 
miles, tho Ust | mile Iwing up and exoeuively steep ascent. 
The village consisted of 25 honses and was unstockaded. The 
road from tho 5th mile of this march was extremely bad 
up to the llth mile. It seemed to be a disused path. From 
the paddy plains below Malwd Makan village can be reached 
by a disused road. This road passes up a nullah on the 
opposite side of the plain to the Malwd road. ^ It runs up 
this nullah for } mile, then asoeuds op a spur into a ridge 
through very thick Jungle. Makan is reached at 4 miles, 
the road passing along the summit of the ridge the whole 
way.

Tho mftrch from Benbo to MAgaangf is 
fairly easy, the M6gaunff riter, hnw- 
ev«r, has to be crossed twice, and 
this crossing occupies nearly a day 
with a large force. The first twe 
marches are very easy over a good level road. The third 
march (camp on Mogaung river) to Yinbit is over a bad 
rcNid which has not been cleared lately. Tho remaining 
two marches are easy. The Ghnrka police unencumbered 
by liaggage marched from Senbo to camp on Mfigaung 
river in one day (26 miles), also from Yinbit to M6ganng 
(19 miles). There are no boats at the place where we 
crossed the first time, and arrangements ahonld be made to 
get them from Tipaw or MSgaung. At Tipaw there aro 
five or six Imats (dug-outs), it took 9 hours to cross at the 
camp above Haungkin w|th six dug-outs ; the tranaport 
animals can be easily swi^m acrosa at both placea. There 
are several marshy plades on the road from Tipaw to 
Mogaung which are not practicable for transport animals 
unless unloaded, these should be bridged by a fatigue party 
starting early. The road runs north-west out of Senbo, 
leaving the river which here takes a bend to the eeat. First 
2 miles through tree forest, one or two clearings for cul- 
tivation. At 2i miles road turns north through forest. 
At 5 miles roaa comes down to the Irrawaddy (branch), 
crossing a little marshy stream which had to be bridged for 
transport. Tsgfindein village on opposite bank. Next 2 
miles north-east through forest. At 7| miles road enters 
a big clearing and running north-east in a winding direction 
through paddy-fields becomes a mere track.

Bheinmags is a large Tillage on the 
right bank of \the Irrawaddy in the 
Shwebo district. Time of steaming 
from Mandalay in Angast hours. 
There is a good anchorage for steamera 
about i mile south of the village. Steamera here take in 
salt, jaggery, oocoannts, lime, and betel. Sheinmaga has 
a uiiiitary police post, 50 strong, kyaungs available for 
troops passing through. There are six kyaungs in all, 
which would accommodate 300 men. Good water can be 
obtained from Nud stream. There are numeronR tracks 
and foot'paths converging and diverging to avoid the water 
which lies across it in diRerent places at diffeient seasons of 
the year. The difflonlty in Bnding the road without guides is 
to select that suited to the present season. Track is good for 
baggage animals and fair for oarte in dry season. Mooh 
under water in places during rains, bnt always practicable 
for carts. Leaving Sheinmaga through water>wom defile 
road ascends to higher ground. Flat country, ‘covered with 
low somb jungle of prickly hushes, which could be ridden 
through almost anywhere. At 6 miles a track hranobes 
north-east to Sinain, leaving the email villagee of Zanbin* 
janng and Bowenda. From this the most direct foot-path 
to Imb< leads across oultivaiion.

The road learei Bhw^ stockade bf 
the north and follows the moat north 
till reaching the military police stock* 
ade, here it tarns north-uorth.west 
leaving the police stockade on the left 
and keeps in that direction through 
thin scrub jungle to Pfttaw at 6 
miles. At miles cross the Mdgald 
river dry in March, about 40 yards 
between banks which are 20 feet high. This place would 
prob.ably be impassable during the rains when the Kyauk- 
myaung read would ‘ have to be followed till the bridge 
over the Miigal4 river is passed, then turning northwards by 
a track meeting this one at U miles. The road gradually 
rises till a zay&t and tank (dry in March) are reached. From 
this point, which is about 40 feet higher than Shw^bo,'a 
good view of that town can be obtained, and the country for 
some distance all round.

In the next stage there is no road for 
carta further than Sabetchaung. 
Babetcbanng is reached at 4 miles by 
the path reported here, but carts go 
by a circuitous route to the south. 
General direction Sainganng to Mexataw north-east. Foot- 
path I mile through paddy to Oknjying6n, a small villago 
on the edge of the jungle. From Okmyingdn to within L 
mile of M^zataw the path is entirely through jungle and 
forests over the Myinwun range of hills bordering the Irra- 
wnddy. The path winds a good deal to avoid the steep 
slopes. There would he a fair road for carts if the jungle 
were cleared. The path joins cart track at several places 
used by bamboo cutters, but there is at present no cart road 
the whole way to Mtizataw. The forast trees vary a g<^ 
deal, consisting of banlboo and different sorts of varnish 
trees, and other large trees not made nse of by the Bnrmans. 
Traces of petrified wood throughout. At 2^ miles cross a 
nullah, sandy bottom, impassable for some hours after 
heavy rain. At 4 miles cross a stip of disused paddyt 
Sabetchaung village is i mile south of this, deserted. Water 
scarce in dry season. Cross a largo nullah at 4| miles, 
sandy bottom, would be impasaablo after heavy rain. In 
the vicinity of this nullah the path was a good deal blocked 
by fallen bamboo, and baggage mules were slightly delayed. 
At 10 miles the path begins to descend gradually along a 
spur of hill, from which a view of the country east and 
south-east is occasionally obtained, apparently entirely 
covered with forest. At 12 miles a view of M6sataw ia 
obtained about 1| miles distant north -north-east of this 
point in the valley below, the Mdtha ebsung about 200 
yards from the foot of the bill running in a sonth-east 
direction towards the Imiwaddy. Theiw is some paddy 
cultivation to be seen near Mezataw and here and there along 
the course of the Mdtha rhaung, but the rest of the valley 
appears covered with forest and jungle to the Irrawaddy. 
The path descends the hill ; at one place crossing a ridge of 
solid rock about 8 yards. Mules descended easily. Thii 
bit is very steep and would have to be considerably improved 
for carts, nnless an easier descent could be found down one 
of the valleys north or south ; 200 yards further cross the 
Mdtha ohaung, about 30 yards broad, with sandy bottom, 
dry in February. Water can be got by digging I foot deep, 
miles on over level ground through open jungle to Md- 
sataw. Twenty houses. Paddy south and east, jungle 
cleared north and west. Accommodation for 80 men m two 
small bamboo kyanngs and 10 men in one saydt. Water 
good from two wells. This last stsge is not used by oarts, 
but the civil authorities at Maid reported that a road waa 
about to be out from Mdsataw to Baingaung through the 
jungle.

Every day’s son 
improved the road, and on the final return of the column 
to Mhbain, between 10th and 22nd Novombor, the road was 
go<»d for cavalry and infsntry. All the marshy parts were 
fast drying, and the water only about ankle-deep in all the 
nullahs. The column halted at Pingyaing, Thfinkwa, and 
81-u, but the march between Pingyaing and Thdnkwa could 
have been divided by halting at Sipein,

From the Bihatmg post the road to 
Fal&m runs uoarly dae west for 8 
miles, beyond which the direction 
is north-west all the way to Taw- 
yin.

From Talnng it runs to 
Haitw4 at miles and Kunleng at 12^ miles. Besides 
these three Miuledaung* villages there are also Hair^n 
and Lungpi, through which the road does not pass, but to 
which paths run from the other villages. Of these Lungpi 
seems to be the .lai'gest. It is about | mile south-west of 
Kunlong and contains about lOQ houses. Haitw4 contains 
about 50 houses, Kunleng about 80, and Talnng about 
15. Hairdo is to tbe sooth of Haitw^ aod oot of sight of 
the path. Water is very plentiful from streams from the 
bill side. From Kunleng the path mas pretty steeply 
up to a saddle at 18 miles. There is another path which 
runs from about the 11th mile to this saddle and passes 
above the villages without entering anr of them. From 
the saddle the path descends gradually, skirting along 
the side of the hill till it* reaches the Tawyhn stream just 
below the village of Tawy&n at 16 miles. Tawyhn is a 
Tillage of about 80 houses. Passing to the west of village 
there is a good oamping ground close by with a stream cf 
good water flowing tlmough it.

This is a large village of over ItX) houses in two parts. The 
large villages of LnmpU and Knmptsin, about a couple of 
miles to the north-west and west ; these each contain about 
8U houses.

From Kalemyoseik the road runs over low 
ground overgrown 1 7 kaiug grass where not cleared for 
paddy cultivation, w aich is evidently little better than a 
swamp from June to November, Deoember, or even later if 
the October rains are heavy. The road is being raised and 
ditches dog on either side and, when metalled, will be a 
good cart road in all weather.

Leaving Na 5 Poat path crosses the 
watershed and for about 3^ miles 
keeps a generally north-north-wost 
direction, but gradually working 
round to west and eventnally sontk* 
west before Fort White is reached. 
For the first | mile road is pretty 
level, after the first short ascent from 
the post to the watershed, then it 
descends steadily, but gradient easy, 
with occasional short bits of level and 
two slight ascents, steep khnd on the 
left.

Kal^wa is a village on the right bank 
of the Chindwin and on the left or north bank of the Myit* 
tha, at the junction of these two rivers. It has about 40 
houses, a strong police post in tho zay&ts, and pagoda build* 
ings to the north-west of the village, also kyaungs and sayfits 
on south bank of the Myittha, snfficienc to accommodate 
some 350 men in all. Steamers can land troops, horses, ke., 
here.

Boats called Ifindwins, 
about 30 feet long and 2i feet wide, a few of which can be 
obtained at Kalewa, aro the only possible means of tranB|)ort, 
These boats carry from 600 to 1,000 ibs. Sasily. Wayi is a 
Minall village of about 12 houses and an bid kyaung; the 
whole village and kyaung can accommodate about 160 men, 
another small village about 300 yards down the river onu 
accommodate about 100 men. Total 260. A party moving 
witliout baggage animals uonid easily push on and reach the 
second stage in one day. Owing to tho present condition of 
the path, which necessitates the boats with the bagga^ being 
kept behind to assist tho baggage animals in crossing and 
recrossing the stream, they could not reach the foot of 
the rapids in time to get over them the same day. 
For tho first miles after leaving Wayd very rongh and 
difficult road, one rock has to be crossed by steps cut in 
log, and at another point a foot-bridge formed of brats must 
be crossed. Mules must swim round two rooks and even 
when unloaded cannot get on unless the path over the rocks 
is improved. At 1( miles the foot of the rapids, where there 
is a strong whirlpool, is reached. The roi^ along tho left 
benk to the head of the rapids (about f mile) is easy. 
Brats must cross the river and be nnloeded and their con- 
tents carried | mile to the head of the rapids. The boetf 
mast be dragged through the rapids, and what with hauling 
the brats up the rapi£ ond unloading and re^looding them 
after carrying the cargo across it will generally be found 
nec 88 sai 7 to halt here.

Even in March boats have to be unladen and passed round 
by a small channel. This rapid and the small sise of the 
channel are the only obstacles to larger boats being used on 
this river. These boats, however, Uke a weight of nine 
mannds. The camping ground is about 1 mile below the 
foot of the large rapid.

Magyizauk posi: is situated on the 
right or west bank of the river Mu, wliich is 200 yards wide 
between banks (stream about 60 yards), and is cros-ied by a 
ford or by the ferry. The ford is situated | a mile up 
stream round the bond and is only 2^ feet deep ordinarily, 
ex<5ept in the rains (June till October), when it becomes 
nnfordable. The fi rry is crossed by a raft made out of 
country boats capable of transporting horses. From the 
left or east bank the road, a mere jangle track, leads in a 
south-east direction to Ifladwi. This truck has been par- 
tially cleared to a width of about 100 feet and is very 
tortuous. The noil, " black cotton,” cuts up and becomes 
very muddy and bad, hottvy going with the slightest shower 
of rain, and will become almost impussahlo in the rains. 
The truck leads tiirough thick scrub interspersed with high 
trees for miles, when a nullah or depression crosses it at 
right angles^ the bead of this nullah is swampy and under 
rice cultivation. There is some cultivation round Hlidwi, 
a fair-sised village fenced with thorn containing pdngyi 
kyaungs and saysts enough to accommodate 150 men. 
Water-supply from wells, good and abundant. There are 
also tanks, but nearly or quite dry at this time of year 
(June). There is a Barman police post here with one 
Burmanhead constable and six men. Hlidwi belongs to 
Shw5bo district, in wot weather it might be necessary to 
halt here. From Hlidwi the track leads south-east for 2^ 
miles and then turns almost due east to Magyibyu. It is 
only an ordinary Barman cart track through the jungle and 
apparently is seldom used : no clearing of the track has been 
attempted. For the first 4^ miles the track leads over low- 
lying “cotton “ soil and is very heavy going after rain ; from 
appearances large tracts seem to remain for a length of 
time under water. Then the ground rises gradually towards 
Magyibyu, and the soil is sandy and good going till within 
1| miles of that place, when the ground becomes swampy 
with dangerous bits of bog and quagmire. The track leads 
throngbout through low, thick sornb jangle. Aooommo- 
dation: Magyibyn is a small village with one kyaung 
sufiScient to accommodate 60 or 70 men. Water-supply 
from wells and tanks sufficient, bnt not very good. Some 
rice and other cnltivation round village, which has the usnal 
Blight thorn fence ronnd it.

I There is an important road nnning 
from Sadaung toK6ko-chaung-y waand 
M^sali-chaung-y wa on the right bank of 
the Irrawaddy near Mingdn, which 
is, after the road leading from Sheinmaga (some miles north), 
the principal district thoroughfare from the Irrawaddy to 
the Mu river, and thence to Al8n westwards or Hyinmn 
Boothwards. The road is only a cart track, nnmetalled 
throughout and is impassable in wet weather j it is unen- 
closed by fences. The country on wither side of the road is 
interspersed with thorny bush jungle, but in some places is 
quite open. Cavalry cOuld move over it easily, except in a 
few places where the thickness of the jungle would impede 
their action. There are numerous villages in the Talley 
between the two low ranges of hills at Kdko-ohaung*ywa and 
Sadaung; they are mostly enclosed by oaoins hedges. 
Water is fairly plentiful all along the ro^, being obtained 
chiefly from wells in the villa^s. Bnppliei oonsistiBg of 
cattle, wheat, gram, bajree are pleotifnl, and at a lew ph^ 
paddy can be obtained in small qoantities. The total dis- 
tance is 16 miles and a halt can, ir reqoired, be made at Kek- 
kathit miles, where there is aooonunodation for 160 meo 
in kyaui^s and sayits, and a good water-supply from small 
tanks.

Water can bo got from three, iferent 
places quite close and is sufficient for 200 men in'ihe dry 
weather. There isno village quite close hero, bht fowls, eggs 
and beans are obtainable from the villages around. Grass 
sheds built here in March 1893 by 2lst Pioneers. From here 
the road, which is still only about 500 feet below Fort White, 
begins to descend and runs throngh open grass land and fir 
trees. The soil is firm. The air all along here is strongly 
impregnated with the soent of pine trees. At fi^Hmiles the 
road runs throngh No. 4 Tishfin camp, which is situated in 
the bend of a small valley. Sheltera were bnilt in March 
1893 by the 21it Pioneers of grass and capable of aooom* 
modatiog 160 men. The water is lower down the khud and 
was sufficient for the abovn number of men, but the inpply 
could be inotwased by a little excavating and opening up of 
springs the^. Tlie road still runs through sandy firm soil 
and open fir tree country. Up to the 2Gth mile from Fort 
White, the road was made by the 4th Pioneers in 1892 and 
repaired in 1893 by the 21st Pioneers ; from this point to 
Longbin the road was traced by an officer of the PubUo 
Works Department and made by the 21st Pioneers. At 9} 
miles Pine Tree camp is reached. Here there are also grass 
sheds similar to those at the last camp, which would give 
shelter to the same number of men (150). Water suilloiont 
for 200 men is obtainable close by. Between the last oamp 
and here one or two small streams are passed. 

84 0 ] From Pine Tree camp the road, mn> 

ning through open jungle and oulti> 
ration, still desoends and by a series 
of sigzags goes down into the Kbolai 
valley, which is about 8,000 feet be* 
low Fort White. In this valley the road passes by another 
Pioneer oamp called Kholsi camp,*’ where there are shel* 
ters for 160 men and plenty of fuel and water j about 4 
mile from this oamp is the T&shfin village of Kholai, 86 
houses. Fowls, eggs and beans are obtainable here ; also a 
few tweet potatoes and yams. From Kholai oamp the road 
Again ascends for about 600 feet to the top of a spur above 
the village of Kholai and then desoends gradually throngh 
•parte jungle to th^ heed of a large valley, where a moun- 
tain stream it crossed, and I mile further on another 
muunlain stream is crossed ; the road here is through loose 
shaly toil and has been well revetted with timber, but is 
apt to slip after and during heavy rains. From this second 
stream the road, running through good firm soil and culti- 
vation, rises to ths top of another spur, which it ronndi and 
brings the village of Longb&n in sight. At 6} 
road passes above the village of Longhin oonaisting <d 70 
honses ; a largo quantity of fowls and eggs are obtainable

From 
the [.ongban stream the road runs oloiig tiie bed of the 
Naukathe river and ut about 5 miles the ford is rearhed. 
There is a ford of 2 feet lieep over half the river to an island 
and from there the remaining jxirtion is crossed by a wood- 
en single sling bridgt' cn\)ohlc of taking o.io loaded mule at 
a time. Last year at tliis point the river was fordable right 
across. From the bridge the mail rnns for ^ mile along ihe 
bed of the river and then coDimenoes to rise by ligxags ; it 
is a 3-fooi road and good. At 6} miles a small stream is 
passed and at S| miles or 42^ miles from Fort White the 
present post of Fal4m is roaobed.

The Boinii, Tipi, and Koladyno are undoubtedly one 
and the same river. This Tipi must bo carefully distin- 
guished from the otiicr river of tho same name, wmich flows 
into the Koladyno from the north to the west of the Tackling. 
The name “ Tipi ” moans “ Big water.” Water is scarce 
about Naring in the dry weather, but a place to camp in was 
found about | mile north-west of the village in a deep gully 
and here a sufficient supply was obtainable.

For the firat Ij^ milea the path mns 
along the H4kR-Fori Tregear mule 
track and then bnnohei off io a south* 
west direotioo, crossing the lower 
spurs of the Rong*T)Ang range in a 
B(‘ries of short ascents and desoenis, 
gradually bonding sosthwards till it 
reaches the Nepir stnasm about 
miles from Hika. The path then runs about 2 milea 
along the narrow winding valley of the Nepar, a tributary 
of the Boinu river, a clear gently flowing stream from 
10 to 16 feet broad with firm stony bed, containing during 
the dry season only about 6 inches of water, but during 
the summer it becomes very swollen and is frequently im- 
passable after heavy rain, whioh is crossed some twenty 
times.

Bridges have not been made, not being 
necessary at ordinary times, and the sudden freshets that 
ot‘Cur after heavy rain would carry away any thing but a 
very permanent structure.

Road leaving Tonglong runs over hilly 
country, being a series of steep 
ascents and descents to Howkip, a 
village containing 50 houses and be- 
longing to the Thadow Chins. Water 
plentiful. 

Down a hill side on to the Hanipnr 
plain and on over level ground till 
Moirang is reached. The Chin name 
for this place is Mailam and the lake 
is called the Twikhan.

At 3 miles road again nears Pinl&ng, fol> 
lowing a bend of the river which brings it to the KBtlw'6 dam 
from which a canal takes off, snpplying water to the Thabi* 
y^daong district. In August 1887 this dam gave way and 
caused a great scarcity of water thronghout the Thabi* 
y^danng district for some time. The Piling at this 
point is about 60 yards wide i current swift, but not deep, 
hirdabl© in January. At 4 miles pass village of Daing 
(12 houses), where there is a kyagnn and five zsyits 
which w'onld shelter 150 men. The country now becomes 
jungly, bamboo and cactus chiefiy. At 8 miles Magu is 
reached, a little village of 30 bouses, and a small Vazaar, 
situated in an open space. Immediately on leaving the 
village cross a canal, formerly the l)ed of the PdnI&ng 
river. It is fordable in January, but there is also a good 
liriclgo over it. Ingoc lies \ mile or so further on across 
paddy -fields. Betwee.. it and Nagu there is a pengyi 
kyaung (in rather bad repair) situated on a small knoll it 
would accommodate 60 men, and was formerly nsed as a 
IK)8t, but was abandoned chiefly owing to its extreme im- 
heulthincBS. The P4nl&ng river runs | mile to the sooth, 
and is bunded near here, the Kindaw dam. Grass plentifn! 
here. The road between Yewun and Ingfin is said tc be 
very heavy throughout in the rains, and would certainly be 
very bad in the low-lying |X)rlious. 

Captain Davies, who traversed this route in April 1893, makes 
the distance of this stage Bf mfles, and thence t.o Nahagyi 
(Nat^ngyi, see in Stage 5) Hi u compared with the 9i of 
this route.

Boon after passing Kinl4 Sakhiu the road turns almost due 
south skirting the base of a very high hill called tho Hnget- 
gyitaung. It is round topped, rery steep and in places 
precipitous, and is a very prominent objeot when looking 
towards the pass from Ingfin. The path now crosses a 
▼alley, down which a small mountain stream flows, bed 
rooky, water excellent, but supply limited, unless it be col- 
lected by a dam, which could easily be done. Shortly after 
this the entrancv: to the pass is reached, 0 miles from Naga. 
Tho general direction of tho pass is east by sonrli, initial 
slope 24°, but slightly steeper than this a little higher up. 
Huge boulders lie scattered about at the bottom of tho pass. 
It is very much enclosed throughout, but especially in its 
lower portion, the hill side on either hand being almost 
precipitous. The general breadth of the track is about 10 
yards, but the passage of animals is limited to a small por- 
tion of this. It lies over rock all the way up to Ywanginkin, 
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No. 2.

Oooly transport is n<» 
doubt the most convenient for a party tniversing this pass, 
but when animals have to be taken, their loads should Im 
light and compact. A bulky though light load would greatly 
hinder the animal carrying it, owing to it« knocking against 
the rooks whioh encroach upon the |>eth in many places. 
At 3| miles a little water may be obtained from a rivnlefc, 
probably a continuation of the Thayety4 spring higher up 
the pass. A couple of animals could drinl at a time. Vei-y 
little view can be obtained on either side, che sides of the 
hill near the path, that is to say, jnst above the valleys, 
being covered with thick jungle and high trees. At 4^ 
miles there is good open space for a camp at a place called 
Tanngdcl SakW, and a little further on but at the top of 
a very steep bit of ascent, is Thayety^. Here there are 
three say&ts (100 m<m) and a little water from a spring 
rising from under the roots of a mango tree, from which 
fact the name of the place (Mango-water) is derived. This 
may bo taken as the top of the Hrst half of the ascent, and 
the full march from Nagu to Nabingyi at the top of the 
pass (9][ miles) and still more on to Ywangin (lU miles) 
is so trying to animals that it should not, unless absolutely 
neoessary, be attempted. It will be fonnd much better sad 
probably in the long run shorter to halt at Thayety^. 
This has been proved practically in Jannary 1888. Out of 
126 mules and ponies carrying tho baggage of a small 
column that inarched up this pass, only 21 got up the Hrst 
day, all mules. Of the remainder none got beyond Tha- 
yety^, and some not so far, and it was 6 p.m., tho second 
day before the last animal got into Ywangin. All were 
much fatigued and several went over the khud, though for- 
tunately these got off with a few scratohei and bruises only.

Leaving Thayety6 the path turns north- 
east for a mile, crossing and in some 
places following tbe now dry bed of 
a mountain stream. No view v.’ t- 
ever oo either ride. It then reverts 
to its original direction (south-east) and soon 
the steepest portion of the pass by a sigsag np a slope of 
28^ From here a path, said to be much need by dacoits, 
runs north into Y6-u territory some miles south of Sakhangy t. 
On surmounting this a very fine view back down the pass is 
obtained. A little further on is an open space called Ywa- 
ng4n-kin. Here a " kin ” or guaid is ph oed by the Ywangin 
State to keep tbe pass open and to ccdlect toll from passing 
caravans. Here there is a very deep valley on the north of 
the road, which now runs up and down at fairly easy gra- 
dients round the lower spurs of hills on the right. The 
last ascent to the plateau, which is reached at miles, is 
steep. At 4} miles reach Nabingyi, a scattered village of 
about 50 bouses. A kyanng (ISO men) lies | a mile to the 
south of the village. WatiT-supply bad and scanty from 
small tank and well. Considerable number of cattle here, 
for which there is good graiing ground. Quantitief of

mnstan) grown in the fields here. Here a route branches to 
Yitsftuk, see Branch I below. From Nab&ngyi to Ywangin 
the truck lis exoelleTit, sloping gradually down to that place. 
Belweon (>| and 7 miles pass two lakes, both on the left 
of the rood. Water in these is excellent and comes from 
springe. At'jTi milee pass the old fort of Ywang&n on 
the right, beyond which is the village. Ywang&n is the 
capital of the Shan State of the same name. It has about 
2(X) houses, and a baxaar is held every fifth day. Trade 
here is good and increasing. Large caravans from the more 
eastern Shan States and fn)m Yunnan (China) pass through. 
I'he people are engaged in manufacturing clothes, baskets, 
das, jaggery, Ac. There are plenty of cattle which, however, 
their owners arc very unwilling to sell, as they think it more 
profitable to use them as beasts of burden earning Rs. 80 
a month. Tho average price when animals are sold is about 
Us. 25 apiece. Although in many individual places on this 
plateau there may he plenty of cattle, there is no doubt 
that, sp«^alcing goner ally, they are scarce owing to the troub- 
lous times tho country has lately passed through. There 
um tliiec kyaungs with sayits attached and no difficulty 
would be found in accommodating 500 or 600 men. All 
throe kyaungs could easily be put into a state of defence. 
The water-supply is drawn entirely from a small lake or 
jhi*el «lK)ut I a mile long by 100 yards broad, which lies to 
the north-west of the town. It is 6 or 7 feet deep in places. 
Tho water is excellent and comes entirely from springs, the 
supply is therefore constant all the year round. The jheel 
is cr*>B8cd from cast to west near its southern end hj a 
stnmg wooden bridge consisting of 36 eight-feet spans; 
roadway 10 yards' in tho clear, fit for the passage of loaded 
carts. The soil of the district is a reddish clay, very fertile. 
Besides numerous fruits the people grow leeks, beams, 
mustard, tobacco, and several other kinds of vegetables. 
In January there are no cn>ps on the ground, but the fielda 
sire being got ready for paddy, which is grown in the rains.

Road south-east (142®) over open coun- 
try with a little scrub jungle fit for 
carts.

There are two aayits at this village, 
which would accommodate 40 men, but water is scarce aU 
round here.

which there is a spring. At 5 miles the range of hills on 
the right, here about 2 miles off, ceases abruptly. At 8 
miles pass Nyanng6n, a large scottered Tillage with a 
kyaung ( 100 men). The country which has hitherto, in this 
stage, been very open, now becomes the reverse. Road 
taming east descends'deep valley by steep path too narrow 
and rooky to allow of the passage of oarts. In the bottom 
of the valley is a stream of excellent water, flowing south, 
which the road crosses by a strong bridge.

Close 
to the north-east corner of the lake there is a group of 
kyaungs, whioh would alone aocemmodate 300 to 350 men 
easily. A large bazcor is held overy fifth day. Vegetables, 
sugar, charcoal, silver (both ore and ornaments), silks and 
other articloo produced locally or brought up from the 
plains through Pyinmana, Tonngoo, Ac. Grass rather 
scarce in January and has to be brought in from a distance. 
There are good ponies in this district, but tho owners aslr 
exorbitant prices. The Pindaya district is ruled by a Ngw^* 
gnnhmu and appears prosperous. It is bound^ ou the 
east by the small district of Bawzaing also a Ngw^gonh* 
musliip. Its chief village is called Riser, and the distriot.is 
believ^ to bo very rich in minerals.

The geoeral dtreo 
tion of the valley and river is north. 
The trade routes are south tid Miuy- 
wa to Fauk and Fok^kku} north to 
the Chindwin ; east to Saga, Kyaw, Thitkyidain, Pagyi and 
Pakhingyi districts. Boats descend the river Myittha to 
the Chindwin in a few days during and immediately after 
the rains with paddy and Indian corn leaves (for cheroots). 
They return lo^ed with gnapi, salt and pickled tea. The 
return journey occupies a month at this season— January. 
It is said to be twenty marches across the Arakan hills tc 
the Bay of Bongal ; the roads are very bad and water scarce. 
There are two kyaungs in the village capable of acoommo* 
dating 800 to 400 men. The inhabitants say that strangers 
or Burmans from other districts suffer much from fever 
daring their first year's residence in Gingaw.

The Rai-vir ("v6r’' means a stream) is the main tributary 
of the Zahaw stream. It flows in a south-castorly direction 
and joins the Zahaw about 10 miles above its mouth. 
There is no water along tho road till the Rai-v&r is reached.

Beyond Sinl4n it passes over broken ground with shore 
astumts and descents, some of them very steep, till it roaches 
the village of licya, a mile further on, consisting of alKJUt 
40 houHoa. Thence it runs level to Kanhla. The portion 
of the road from L^ya onwards is impassable when tho 
Irrawaddy is in high flood (July to August), as the river 
washes right up to the foot of the hills. At such times a 
detour inland has to be made from alioiit tho 4th rnile-stone. 
Cultivation on both sides as far as Ltiya and high ground 
on the north and cultivation on the south thence to K&nhia. 
Sinlan and I^^ya, as well as a third village called Sc^wa, all 
lie about ^ a mile to the left of the road from which they 
are concealetl hy intervening high ground. Troops marcl;* 
ing cull, if preferred, follow tho telegraph wire as fur as 
Leya, which runs to the north of, and parallel to tho road. 
There is no actual road along hero, but the clearing is 
as good and one or two nullahs met with are no obstacle. 
About ^ a mile is saved by this means, m this curve in tho 
road is avouh-d. Kit ahla consists of three villages (east and 
west) containing aliout 20U houses in all. The ground to 
the north is broken and covered with scrub jungle, but to 
the south there is a cultivated plain. There are hardly any 
large trees any whi re in sight. The rest'camp is situated 
between the two villages, and there is a pflngyi kyaung to 
the south and some za/tts in an enclosure to tho east. 
There is accommodation for 30() troops in open sheds, and 
an officer’s bungalow, in case of neoessity the kyaung and 
zayits could be utilized and would provide accommodation 
for about lUO men more. Water in plenty from two wells 
near the kyaung, but is likely to prove insufficient for a 
largo number of animals daring the dry season. Green 
fodder is plentiful in the rains, and dry fodder can he 
obtained at all seasons.

The telegraph wire follows the 
line of rmd. At 12 miles the road ends abruptly at a wide 
dry nullnh, on the otber side of which it enters an extensive 
belt of TAlmyratn^es, which continues for miles north and 
south. There aro numerous small villages scattered about 
in this, but none are of any importance. The road here 
l)r.:omcs most puzzling, winding m and out amongst the 
palm trees, and intersected frequently by paths niuning 
between the numerous villages situated in the palm belt. 
A guide should be taken for this last portion of the march. 
At about 14 miles is the village of Ingyinbin with a small 
kvaung and some zayAts. The kyaung is good and say its 
bad • 30 men might be accommodated here. Onward from 
here the road crosses a stream two or three times, and at 
15 miles is the village of Tibia which consists of about 
30 houses with a civil ])olic,e post. There is a well in the 
enclosure, but the quality of the water is doubtful. There is 
arest-camphero with sheds iu ftit 
modatioii for 300 men, also a good 1 ublio Works bunga ow 
on the east a-de of the camp surrounded by a bamboo 
single stockade. Water can be got by digging holes lu the 
chainig about 100 yards from the camp, and small sapplici 
of chickens and eggs in the village, also grass and paddy 
for animals, though for any large number notice must be 
given to admit of its collection from the surrounding vj|. 
lugts. This march is a very tryiug one for troops and is 
more so in the winter ar-d dry weather than in the rain^ 
ns the ground, which is in some places undulating and 
others flat, is very sandy, and water on tho way is scarce, 
at any rate until the lath mile. The Bnrmans make wells 
in the numeions stream beds passed between the 12th aud 
15th miles, but the jiositions of these are changed. For 
carts this is a vi^ry long march and barely 1 milo per honr 
can be depended on, as tho hullocks get very tired in the 
heavy sand, and for a party with cart transport it may be 
reckoned as an 11 hours’ march including necessary halts.

At 8^ and 6 mile* 
are two tanks on the north of the road. In this march 
a range of low hills called tho Tdngyidauug is crossed, the 
ascent to which is gradual and is acoompUshed in about 
the first 6 miles, after that thew are 
desoenta for about 2| miles, from which point the road 
d^nds rapidly.

There are several ways of going from 
Pyinclmung to Patik. J’lie following 
is considered the best. It is known 
us the Sape-Anigain (or Aingaing) 
route. Leaving the rest-camp you 
strike tho road to Pauk, which is lined on each side with 
the remains of a thorn hedge. 'J’o reaeh this riiad tho 
Tinllah pasBcil over in yesterday’s march is crossed, and the 
Public Works Department bungalow is left on the right. 
After alsmt a mile there is a small elcaring with a village on 
the right, Tliis is easily reeogtiited by|a grove of pidm trees 
being in the village. Them are low hills on the right. At 
alamt 3 miles the road turns off a little to tho left over very 
Btiiidy gruiitid. It then crosses a broad, dry nullah, very 
heavy going, and enters the village of Thamadaw, 4 miles 
from Pyinchanng. This village contains ztijits and a 
kyaung with accommodation for 2t)0 men. From Thama- 
daw the roml goes in»rth-we8t with sandy lulls to tho right. 
Leaving thn road by a track almost due west, a dry heavy 
nullah with very steep banks is reached. This is very bad 
for carts. Tho road then leads past small village of Yebya- 
taw through a short do file to luw-Iying land on which is a 
grovo of palm trees. The Yaw is now reached and crossed 
not far from tho village of tSa pc t (S miles) which consists of 

about bO houses. The rest-camp has fallen out of repair. 
Tho river here is at this time of the year quite shallow, but 
the current is very strong.

This is a largo village and contains from 80 
to 100 houses, many of them quite new, and there is a 
kyanng and three zayits ; here the river is again crossed. 

From Anigaing the 
road passes south Ondaw on the left and north Indaw on 
the right, bidh)I villages, and after pareing over a couple 
of bridge!, the village of south Indaw is reached, which is 
passed also on the right.

Cnpt Harvey, R.A., reporting on the route from 
Pak6kku to Pack in January 1893, says the road is gener- 
ally a good unmetalled country road throughout, easy 
gradients, and nothing to delay troops or transport eioepfc 
the sandinoss of the aoil.

The road on leaving Pack at once 
oroBses the Pank chaung, which has 
ramps leading down to it on both 
aides and is about 100 yards wide.

The road mils along the Valley of the 
Ban chaung over undulating and jun- 
gle-covered country, passing the two 
stockaded villages of Aleban (20 
houses) and Akyiban (60 houses) at 
2 and Sjl miles respectively. The 
latter contains a kyaung with accom- 
modation for about 100 men. Beyond

There is a 
Public Works Department bungalow and rest^camp for 200 
men and accommodation for another 100 in a kyaung. 
There is also another kyaung in the centre of the village 
opposite the telegraph office. There is a Burman police 
guard here and a telegraph office and head.quarters of a 
Myo-ok. A path runs sonth from here to Yawdwin, which 
can be used by troops with animal transport, but not carts, 
during the dry season. During the rains it is pUHsablo, but 
scarcely to troops. Yawdwin is 26 miles distant by thia 
route. It is four short marches— (i) to Tachanng, G miles t 
(ii) to Kyi, 8 miles ; (iii) to Natho, 6 miles ; (iv) into Yawd- 
win, B miles. In the last march the Yaw and Cbd rivera 
have to be orossed. Water is plentiful at all seasons from 
the Maw stream. Supplies are obtainable hero in small 
quantities, and fodder is plentiful. Tilin stands on the 
right bank of the Maw, a tributary of the Myittha. Though 
the distance to Tilin from Anyabaii is 13 miles, it is nearly

Tho villago is on the left bank and, thongh at 
present there are only two or three houses, it is expected 
that there will be a large villago shortly. This is also the 
landing place for boats from Kal4wa. Prom here the road 
runs along an embankment above flood level, bnt is at 
present unmetalled and nnbridged and is probably very soft 
after rain. The old city of KaWmyo is reached abont ( mile 
east of the post, and the shape of the enter walls, when it 
was onoo the thriving capital of the State, oan be seen. 
Now, however, iheio is only a very small village of abont 
80 houses, though it is expected that it will greatly inoreaee 
in silo before long. It is situated in the midst of an axten. 
sive paddy plain and has the reputation of being extremely 
feverish. The post is also in the plain and there is aooom* 
modation for about 600 men inside. There are also a 
telegraph office, post office, and Civil Officer's bongalow. 
The main road to Port White in the Chin Hills (im Route 
No. 6, Central Division) starts from here, and there also roadi 
to Kal4wa (les Ronte No. 7, Central Division) and to Tnmrou 
(tee Route No. 23, Central Division). There is a basaar outside 
the post, and all supplies are obUinable. Water is brought 
from irrigation channels and wells^

Tew, which river is tonohed about 1| milee on, from which 
point the path runs along its bank, and there is a ford at 
about 8| milet from Pampelfin. In the dry season the 
river is passable almost anywhere and ie not more thaa 
knee-deep, hut in the raina it is never leie than waiat-deep, 
very rapid, and frequently impassable for at muoh m a 
for^ht, A guide should always be taken in the rains to 
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ihow the forde, m they cheige. After ctoiting the Tew 
V* a'Wawia)--cottt. the road runs over a spur with jangle, and very soon after 
passes a vill^ with a deserted kyaung. ' The Ky4, a tri- 
butary of the Yaw and resembling it in every way m 
regards sise, Ac., is met soon after and the path follows the 
left bank. It is good dry going in the dry season, but very 
wet and miry in the rains. The best ford is Just about 
7 milos from Pampolon and is exao% similar to the ford 
of the Yaw. After crossing the Kyd the path runs on 
through paddy-fields, crosses an irrigation stream, and into 
the villf^e of Chaungu, which has about 60 houses and a 
police post about I of a mile from the ford ; i of a mile 
further on the village of Yaw with about 40 houses if 
reached, and tho road running both through and round it 
enters the military post of Yawdwin just beyond the vil- 
lage. This is a strongly built stockade with accommoda- 
tion for loo men and is built on the edge of a spur. Yaw 
is the head-quarters of a Sub-divisional Officer and a Hyo-fik, 
and supplies of paddy, grass, Ac., are obtainable.

Saw' is a very large town, con- 
taining 130 houses, and any number of kyaungs and say&is. 
Supplies of all kinds are plentiful. Camp anywhere in dry 
weather ; near town in wet on high ground. Large shady 
trees and water abound. Fodder to any extent ; shooting 
all round the country. A capital spot for a small cant(,.i- 
ment. Saw is on the main route between Tilin and Laung- 
sh4, see Route No. 42.

Road crosses DadawdaotiK range at 8 
miles from Shwf^sgw^ Sakhin. The 
steep part of the rise in the road 
over these hills is small, being about 
650 feet on each side. It is steep 
and sigkags on both sides, but the alignment is good and 
quite ht for carts. From Tjebyn thus far the road is nearly 
fintshod and is carefully aligned and made easy in gradient. 
It is unmetalled, and will probably require a year or two 
before it settles down into a useful cart road. It runs from 
ticbyu to Shw£Iagw6 through a broken intersected countryr 
but whore the rainfall is not heavy, nor wonld the road or 
bridging suffer much in the monsoon. The ford at 8hw5> 
Ingwe might be troublesome in heavy rain From the top 
of the I)udawdauiig,down to Wun Chaung Sakhin, the road 
is now being made and requires a good deal of cutting and 
earthwork, but is well aligned and likely to be permanent. 
There is plenty of water in many pools near Wun Chaungp 
Sukldn, the water percolating down the bed of the stream 
in the hot weather. Grass is also plentiful. At Wun 
Chaung Sakhkn there are good bamboo buts for 100 men. 
The track is as yet unfinished and how it will stand or how 
far it will be practicable in monsoon weather I cannot f<>r 
certain say, but expect it would be almost always practi* 
cable. Last Sf miles between Wun Cbanng Bskhin and 
KawtOn are a now used cart tracks, sometimes in bed of 
chaung and sometimes along ks banks, but the stream ban 
now emerged from the low hills and runs through a flafe 
country. Its banks are, however, steep in places. Kawtfin 
(nee also Route No. 31, Stage 6) is a large village of IIG 
houses with some 70 carta and 200 good bullocks and many 
more in neighbouring villages. It is a good centre to collect 
carta or pack bullocks at. A road runs from hero direct to 
Sinbyugyun, a port of call for steamers on the Irrawaddy ; 
distance 60 miles.

stream is no obstacle, having a broad, 
sandy bod, and being generally dry ;
